FIRST TEST AT THE POLLS 


High Cost of Living Also Fig- 
ured in the Campaign, in 
Which Senator Lodge 
Took Part. 


Brockton, Mass., March 22.—[{Special.}— 
The first congressional election with the Ald- 
rich tariff as the main issue resulted today 
in a Democratic landslide in the Old Colony 
section, one ot the Republican strongholds of 
the state. : 

Eugene N. Foss, a brother of Congressman 
G. E. Fose of Illinois, turned a Republican 
plurality of 14,250 into a Democratic victory 
of 5,640. 

The vote today was: 

E. N. Foss of Boston, Demoorat..........14,980 
William R. Buchanan of Brockton, Repub- 
inet sebebetsicvsic BO, 

It was the most overwhelming defeat the 
Republicans have met in Massachusetts since 
Gov. Bates was overthrown by William IL. 
Douglas six years ago. 

The result is considered of more than 
statewide importance, for Mr. Foss stumped 
the Fourteenth district on national questions 
and the people backed him up with a whoop. 


Foss Issués a Statement. 

Mr, Foss, in a statement tonight, declared 
the result of the election showed a demand 
by the people that the Republican party 
fulfill its pledge for an honest reduction of 
the tariff.”’ 

It is a demand for the immediate repeal 
of section 2 of the Payne-Aldrich act, which 
substitutes retallation for reciprocity and 
threatens commercial warfare with our best 
customers.“ 

The defeated candidate, Buchanan, said: 

“If the result will serve to convince the 
Republican leaders at Washington that 
something must be speedily accomplished 
in the way of lowering the cost of living, 1 
shall feel that my defeat has not been witb- 
out value.“

The winner succeeds to the seat of the late 
William C. Lovering. He has figured in sev- 
eral campaigns, first as a Republican and 
latterly as a Democrat, with moderate pro- 
tectionist leanings, and is well known in the

Another subject which was discussed in 
the campaign was the high cost of living. 
The Democratic campaigners charged the 
Aldrich tariff and tho failure of the Repub- 
loan party to properly supervise the trusts 
with the main responsibility for the high cost 
of living. 

This attack was met by Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge, who delivered an address at 
Brockton last Saturday night, in which he 
stated that the price increases had been prin- 
cipally in articles upon whieh tho duty had 
been lowered when the tariff wac revised. 


Foss Compares Prices. 

Mr. Foss, in replying, presented a list of 
comparative food prices in Montreal, St. 
John, N. B., and Boston, which he used as 
an argument against the allegation that the 
cost of provisions is due to a worldwide up- 
ward price movement. 

The Fourteenth district has been the most 
consistently Republican district in Massa- 
chusetts, never before having el€tted a Dem- 
ocrat to congress. Lovering carried the dis- 
trict in 1908 by 14,260 plurality, and it ap- 
peared at the time of his death last winter 
that a man canvassing under Democratic 
colors would have no hope. 

The remarkable shift of votes is difficult 
to analyze. The Republican leaders admit 
their party in the district was divided, partly 
due to the failure of Judge Robert O. Harris 
to win the nomination in the primaries. 


“Miracle,” Says the Tlinois Foss. 

Washington, D. C., March 22.—Eugene N. 
Foss, elected to congress today from Massa- 
chusetts as a Democrat, is a brother of 
Representative George Edmond Foss, a Re- 
publican member from Illinois, who hag been 
in congress fifteen years. 

“My brother’s election is nothing less than 
a miracle, said Representative Foss. ‘‘ He 
is a great fighter, and I am not surprised. 
We are fond of each other, but I suppose. we 
will have some warm times when he comes 
down here and sits in the chamber opposite 
me. 

Democrats in congress see in the election 
of Foss a Democratic house of representa- 
tives at the next session, while the Repub- 
lican members assert Foss won simply on 
local issues. Jubilation was expressed by 
the former over what they declare is a fore- 
runner of similar victories in numerous other 
districts throughout the country. 


District as a Thermometer.

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FACTORY BURNS; $400,000 LOSS 


P. A. Starck Piano Plant and 
Lumber Yard Destroyed. 


HEAT WARPS RAILS ON I.“ 


Traffic Suspended and Firemen Fight 
Flames. from Structure. 


Fire starting in an overheated dry kiln 
in the veneer room of the P. A. Starck Piano 
company’s factory at West Lake street and 
Forty-ninth avenue at midnight destroyed 
the factory building and a lumber yard ad- 
jacent to the structure. The flames spread 
to the lumber yard of the Hines Lumber 
company to the north and west of the fac- 
tory. The firemen, however, managed to 
check the advance there and confine the 


fire to the Piano company’s property. 

Several million feet of lumber in the piano 
company’s yard were destroyed. The loss on 
the building and lumber was estimated at 
$400,000. The fire was discovered shortly 
after 11 o'clock by Arthur Hollister, watch- 
man at the plant. 

The fire tied up traffic on the Chicago and 
Oak Park elevated line until early this morn- 
ing. A sheet of flame shot across the ele- 
vated structure and several times the ties 
caught fire from the heat. The power onthe 
elevated road was shut off west of Fortieth 
avenue and the firemen fought the flames 
from the structure. Passengers for Austin 
and Oak Park were compelled to walk from 
33 avenue or wait for the surface 

nes. 


Watchman Alone Fights Fire. 

An odor of smoke brought Hollister to in- 
vestigate the veneer room. Opening the door 
of the dry kiln, the watchman saw a pile of 
veneer burning. He attempted to extinguish 
the fire with a chemical extinguisher, but the 
kiln burst intd flames ina few minutes. See 
ing the hopeleseness of the attempt, he 
turned in an alarm, which brought twenty 
engines to the scene. 

The fire soon spread to all parts of the 
building, and after the firemen arrived began 
to eat ite way into the lumber yard. Bat- 
talion Chief Sweeney sent in a 4-11 alarm, 
which brought Chief Horantothescene. By 
this time the building was burning like a 
tinder box. 

Valuable woods, oils, varnish. and stacks 
of veneer and other materials of easy com- 
bustion filed the building. The intense heat 
caused the firemen much trouble in their 
work, Several dwellings are in Lake street, 
across from the burned structure. The occu- 


‘pants remained up all night, prepared to 


move out their household goode in the event 
the fire should spread to their houses. 


Families Huddle on Sidewalks, 

The neighborhood presented a scene of 
terror as the menrbers of various families 
huddled together on the sidewalks watching 
the flames. The intense heat warped and 
sprung the rails on the elevated structure. 
The.confusion.was heightened by the burn- 
ing ot the supports of the telephone and 
4 telegraph wirés, Which fell to the street. 


The walls of the building rell early in the 


fire, but the building was only three stories 
high and no one was hurt. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock this morning the fire 
was under control. Of the loss, $150,000 fel 
on Frank N. Derby, à real estate dealer, 318 
North Forty-eighth avenue. The entire lum- 
beryard of the piano company was destroyed. 

Philip A. Starck, 6129 Kenmore avenue, is 
the president of the piano concern. Slight 
damage was caused to the harness shop of 
Edwards & Bender, 4858 West Lake street. 
The fire was prevented from spreading to the 
dwellings across the street by. the elevated 


struoture. 


Family Driven from House. 

Fire resulting in a loss of $40,000, mostly 
to the Original Manufacturing plant, 721-25 
Custer avenue, Evanston, gave the Evanston 
firemen a little more than they could manage 
and Battalion Marshal B. M. Conway and 
truck company No. 25 and engine companies 
Nos. 70, 79, and 102, were sent to the scene 
by orders of Fire Chief Horan of Chicago. 

The residence of Frank Allison, 719 Custer 
avenue, caught fire from the flames at the 
factory and the members of the family, in- 
cluding Allison's aged mother and sick boy, 
were driven from the house. It was de- 
stroyed at a lose of $7,500. 

Roy Allison, 9 years old, was sick and 
had to be carried from the residence to that 
of Antony Palmer, 724 Custer avenue, where 
the family spent the night.

West Virginia in Investi- 
gating the Consolidat- 
ed Company. 


DEPOSED HEAD OBJECTS. 


President Robert B. Armstrong’s 


Friends Charge That Busi- 
ness Rivals Caused 


the Inquiry. 


Investigation by both federal and state 
authorities into alleged frauds in the busi- 
nese of the Consolidated Casualty company, 
a West Virginia insurance corporation with 
a capital ot/ 1 ,000,000, was disclosed yester- 
day. 

Robert B. Armstrong, formerly an assist- 
ant secretary of the United States treasury, 
has been deposed as president. John R. 
Darst, ex-officio insurance commissioner for 
West Virginia, is in charge of the company’s 
affairs in the state under whose laws the 
corporation was formed. 

J. W. Scherr, deputy auditor and deputy 
insurance commissioner for West Virginia, is 
handling the disturbed affairs of the company 
in Chicago with the aid of a directors’ com- 
mittee. And with this going on, Gen. James 
E. Stuart, chief of the postoffice inspectors in 
Chicago, is at the head of a federal inquiry. 

The company’s financial affairs were de- 
clared to be in a serious tangle, and Deputy 
Insurance Commissioner Scherr said a re- 
ceivership appeared inevitable if the insur- 
ance departments of West Virginia and li- 
nois and the directors cannot solve the situa- 
tion. 

Armstrong was at the office of the com- 
pany during the day, but denied himself to in- 
tervlewers. 


Stuart Explains Inquiry. 

“The Consolidated Casualty company has 
been under investigation at the hands of my 
assistants for several months,” said Gen. 
Stuart. Our investigation, no doubt, be- 
gan before that of the state authorities, but 
so far it has not come to a head. William 
Ketcham, who formerly had charge of postal 
fraud cases in my office, took up the case 
first on complaints that the company had 
been organized and was operating purely 
for the purpose of unloading stock on the 
public. When Mr. Ketcham resigned his 
position in the postal service I turned the 
case over to Postoffice Inspector Isaac Mul- 
len, who now has it under investigation,” 

Deputy Commissioner ‘Scherr, when seen 


that he has been in Chicago for two weeks!" 
looking into the affairs of the Consolidated 
company. 

“Though the condition of the company is 
serious,” said Mr. Scherr, “ we are doing 
everything possible to save the corporation, 
and believe we can. There is in it the founda- 
tion for a strong insurance company, and we 
hope to put it on its feet and save the stock- 
holders and policy holders from loss. We, in 
the West Virginia inquiry, found a false 
statement had been made and signed by the 


president. 

“The company’s statement showed a sur- 
plus of about $29,000. This was found to be 
untrue. We decided something had to be 
done. The directors of the company were 
called upon for an explanation and we found 
they had left much to the officers, but after 
inquiring into the situation joined with the 
authorities in the inquiry. Our department, 
they decided, should be given full charge. 


Would Avoid Receivership. | 

„This was done by resolution, and a com- 
mittee of five, with Mr. McChord, one of the 
directora, as chairman, gave Mr. Darst the 
management in West Virginia. Mr. Mo- 
chord was made general manager of the 
company’s business in Chicago and we are 
cooperating with him. 

„ We are endeavoring to get new financial 
life into the concern. If that is not possible, 
liquidation will be the result. We are trying 
to avoid a receivership, for such things ruin 
a company that may have the best of pros- 
pects otherwise.”’ 

Stockholders in the company, it is said, 
number something like 800. They have paid 
in $815,000 of the capital stock, and are 
scattered throughout the country. The com- 
pany was incorporat in July, 1908, under 
the laws of West Virginia, and its charter 
made extremely broad—too broad to permit 
business in many states, it is said. F. W. 
Potter, insurance commissioner for IHnols. 
refused a license for the company to do an in- 
surance business in Illinois because, it is 
said, the charter embodied in it the right to 
do a real estate business, a right not allowed 


insurance companies in Illinois. 


‘Blame Armstrong’s Rivals. 

Attachés of the company and friends of 
Mr. Armstrong during the day placed the 
whole trouble at the doors of eastern casual- 
ty companies, whose officials, they said, had 
made malicious and false reports concerning 
the corporation’s affairs. 

A statement issued from the Chicago office 
ef the company follows: 

„% Mr. Armstrong has nothing to fear from 
any investigations, federal or state, into the 
affairs of the Consolidated Casualty com- 
pany. When this trouble developed it was 
agreed that the matter should be given into 
the hands of the directors’ committee. Mr. 
Armstrong’s enemies, who are rivals in the 
business, are wholly responsible for the state 
of affairs in their efforts to rain an honestly 
operated business.” 

Charles H. Burras, Mr. McChord, and M. 
J. Wade of lowa city are vice presidents of 
the company. Mr. Wade is a former Iowa 
congressman. A. S. Mitchell, who was asso- 
ciated with Armstrong in former insurance 
ventures, is secretary of the company. The 
assistant secretary and treasurer is W. A.

Both women were unconscious at 2 o'clock 
this morning at St. Luke’s hospital, where 
they were hurried in ambulances immediate- 
ly after the accident, and doctors could not 
determine the extent of their injuries. 

The men in the machine were G. 'Warhurst, 
commission merchant, New Southern hotel 
and E. B. Hirschberg, commission merchant, 
Congress hotel. 

Car Strikes the Automobile. 


The automobile, owned and driven by War- 
hurst, was running east in Adams street. 
The women were in the back seat. Not no- 
tielng the car, Warhurst attempted to cross 
Wabash avenue. As he reached the tracks 
he saw the impending danger and endeavored 
20 turn north. Before he could make the turn 
the car struck the rear of his machine. 

In an instant the automobile, with its occu- 
pants, wah jammed between the iron support 
of the Wabash avenue elevated tracks and 
the street car. Both of the women were 
pinioned by the wreckage, while the men 
were thrown clear of it into the street. 

Scores of pedestrians and persons waiting 
for cars heard the crash and rushed to the 
scene. The women were carried to the door- 
way of Revell & Co.'s store. Doctors among 
the late homegoers made them as comfort- 
able as possible until ambulances arrived. 


Driver Blames the Motorman, 

Following the accident both of the men 
disappeared and could not be found for sev- 
eral minutes. Warhurst, bareheaded and 
wildly excited, was found by the police. He 
declared the motorman of the car had not 
rung his bell and had given no warning signal. 

It was feared at first that Hirschberg hed 
been pinioned under the wreckage, but he 
showed up later uninjured. 

„The only explanation I can give is that 
the chauffeur was drunk,” said G. P. Hansen, | 
motorman ofthe car. “I clanged my bell as 
loud as I could, but it did not seem to attract | 
the driver's attention. I thought he would 
stop, and when I saw he deliberately ran into

PARSONS ADVISES “CLEANUP” 


Says Party Must Purge Albany, 
or People .Will Oust Party. 


TAFT PRAISES NEW YORKER 


Former Committee Head Stands for De- 


cent Politics, He Asserts. 


New York, March 22.—Herbert Parsons, 
former president of the Republican county 
committee of New York county, and friend 
of Theodore Roosevelt, advocated a thorough 
housecleaning at Albany in:an address to- 
night at a dinner’ in his honor given by his 
former associates on the committee. 

Six hundred of the 67 members of the 
committee were-present. Otto T. Bannard, 


‘defeated candidate. for mayor of New York 


on the Republican ticket, was toastmaster. 
A seat at the speakers’ table was reserved 
for President Taft, who appeared when the 
banquet was well under way. 

Cleanup Vital, He Says. 

‘A crisis exists,“ Parsons said, because 
the electorate of the party believe there has 
hot been honesty and common decency on 
the part of men in important positions who 
call. themselves Republicans. Whatever 
judgment the senators may feel in con- 
sctence bound to give in the trial now pro- 
ceeding at Albany, the public is convinced 
that there has been crookedness in high 
places. 

Many men deplore. such a revelation. I 
do not. For years those of us active in poli- 
tics have heard of these things. The thought 
of them has nauseated us. The proof was 
lacking, as is often the case in politics, 
though we privately belleved in the truth of 
the rumors. Now we have a chance to house- 
clean. An accident has given us the oppor- 
tunity. : . 

Now that the lid is off and public atten- 
tion ts focused on the matter, let us go to 
the bottom of things. If we do not clean up 
things in our own party the people will clean 
the party out, and deservedly so.“ 

Taft Praises Parsons. 

There was tremendous cheering when the 
president arrived. He said: 

This is Herbert Parsons’ show and I am 
here to speak about him. Herbert Parsons 
and I have been friends for a number of 
years. I took im to the orient and I brought 
him back because I knew he was too valu- 
able to leave out there. 

He went conscientiously into the matter 
of politics. He wanted to help out decent

GIRL ACCUSED OF POISONING 


IN JAIL PENDING AN INQUIRY. |

Praised Highly by the Most Eminent 
Scientists of Europe.

Col. Roosevelt and his expedition scoured 
Africa in search ofssuch big game as ele- 
phants, lions, and hippopotami, but Dr. Wil- 
fred H. Osgood, assistant curator of the Field 
museum, returned to Chicago yesterday with 
the plaudits of scientists who count 
the members of the British museum at Lon- 


He brought squirrels, rats, shrews, dor- 
mice, and conies, and this same collection, 
he sald, gained for the Field museum the 
reputation of having the most complete col- 


lection of rare species in the world. Dyen 


the British, who hitherto have been leaders, 
acknowledged the supremacy of American 
hunters of species, according to Dr. Osgood, 
and they did not give the, honor on account 
of any of the strange animals which the 
Roosevelt party shot. 


Woman in the Hunting Party. 


The collection. was made by Dr. C. K 
Akeley and his wife, and Dr. Edmund Heller, 
who went into the African wilds in 1006 and 
remained a year. 

Dr. Osgood told the story in his officeat the 
Field museum. He gave all the credit he 
thought due to Col. Roosevelt as a mighty 
huntsman, but said the colonel could not pro- 
duce anything to compare in originality with 
his twenty-five tiny rare types. 

He considered it lueky that the Field 
museum expedition went to the wilds of 
Africa five years ago Instead of leaving the 
task of being the first there to Col. Roosevelt. 
He explained that the British would have 
slipped in in the meantime and would have 
secured just the types he beat them to. 


Finest Collection in World. 


We now have the finest collection of 
African specimens in the world,“ commented 
Dr. Osgood. “I went over to England to 
verify the assertions to this effect which 
were made by our scientists. I consulted the 
leading men in London, who, in the mean- 
time, had compared our collection with that 
they have in the British museum, and they 
declared ours the nearest complete. 

J attribute our success in a great measure 
to the traps which we used. You can get 
more by means of these traps than just by 
shooting animals. Dr. Akeley and Dr. Heller 
went over much of the territory not covered 
by the Roosevelt expedition. They found 
that British East Africa is the best hunting 
ground for original species.“ 

Dr. Akeley, with his wife, has been in At- 


| rica on another expedition for the last eight 


months. On this latter trip he was accom- 
panied by John T. McCutcheon, cartonoist of

A word to my deadly feudal foes. They 
who hated me secretly when I was born— 
because I was the son of my fathber—can now 
despise me openly when I die.

Claims He Was Persecuted. 

“They who persecuted me when I was 
a child, unable to defend myself; they who 
set about to kill me by degrees; they who 
cheated me of the rights promised and grant- 
ed even the poorest children of my father- 
land, may now have the satisfaction—if satis- 
faction it can be—to bury me a pauper in a 
strange country; for every bit of my strength 
and energy was constimed in the struggle 
against feudal fanatics. 

However much my enemies—while they 
worked secretly—have endeavored to over- 
burden me with blackmail; however thor- 
oughly they have triumphed, my life will 
serve to reveal thé true sentiments and the 
craving for vengeance—not for justice—of 
the Prussian feudal classes to the benefit, I 
hope, of those children who without a word 
of warning would be assigned to share my 
fate.

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GET A TOUCH: OF SOIBNGE 


U. of C. Men Delving Into Nature 


Routed by Gas Blast. 
FIRE FOLLOWS; LOSS $10,000 


Concrete’ Walk Is Demolished and 
Laboratory Threatened, 


To all those “ compelling” stories about 
“rapt” scientists being blown into eternity 
by the explosion of powerful and mysteri- 
ous chemicals,“ just as “ baffling secrets of 
nature were about to be brought within 
the “ scope of human knowledge,” was given 
the color of truth yesterday morning at the 
University of Chicago. 

While chemists, botanists, geologists, bac- 
teriologists, and other ists were delving into 
the things of life in the Kent and Ryerson 
laboratories there came an explosion of gas 
in the subsidewalk space skirting the Jabor- 
atory buildings. Three hundred feet of the 
concrete sidewalk was thrown into the air, 
a pedestrian just escaped death, and the 
Kent and Ryerson buildings were so shaken 
that the learned men forsook their instru- 
ments and their books and fled. 

Fire followed the explosion. The flames 
spread to the basement of the Ryerson labor- 
atory building and threatened destruction of 
that edifice, with its collection of scientific 
data. 


Professors to the Rescue. 


After the firat shock of fright had passed, 
the professors, led by Prof. Albert A. Michel- 
son, who won the Nobel prize for discovering 
a method for measuring light waves, rushed 
back into the laboratories and prepared to 
save the most valuable of the collections. 

The firemen had an uphill fight, for es 
caping gas kept feeding the flames. None 
of the professors of the university, famed 
as it is for its discoveries in the field of 
science,, was able to tell how to put out a fire, 
and Battalion Chief Kenyon and his men had 
to go it alone ‘until a wrecking crew from 
the People's Gas Light and Coke company 
arrived and shut off the gas. 

It is supposed that a workman caused the 
explosion by lighting a match in the sub-side- 
walk space, which had been charged with 
gas from a broken pipe. . 

Robert Irvin, 20 years old, of 5826 Drexel 
boulevard, the only person who was injured 
by the explosion, described his experience as 
follows: 

J was taking a short cut across the uni- 
versity campus when I saw the stones of the 
sidewalk fifty feet ahead of me rise. I 
thought of an earthquake and started to run. 
The’ next thing I remembered I was lying in 
the ditch over some pipes. My head was cov- 
ered with blood and I felt a sharp pain in my 
hip. Then I became unconscious.” 


Publishing House Is Damaged. 

Damage of $1,000 was caused by an ex- 
plosion of gas in the plant of Ginn & Co., 
publishing house, 2301 Pratrie avenue, during 
the afternoon. Escaping gas was ignited by 
a lighted candle held by a workman who was 
searching for a leak in the pipes on the third 
floor in the lunchroom used by employés of 
the company.

Sir Samuel is the son of a Skewen tradesman, that is 
to say, of a small shopkeeper; was educated first at the 
local grammar school, afterward at the collegiate school 
at Swansea, completing his instruction at the University 
College of Wales. His father had reared him for the 
Nonconformist pulpit. But he preferred the law, be- 
came a country town solicitor, and in course of time 
was sent by his fellow Welshmen to parliament about 
the same time as his brother Welshman, Lloyd-George. 
After reaching London he abandoned his practice of 
solicitor to become a member of the bar, soon winning 
a large practice. But he owes his appointment—frst to 
the office of solicitor general and now to the presidency 
of the divorce court, which ¢arries with it a salary of 
$30,000 a year and a peerage on retirement—+to his polit- 
ical services in the house of commons. 

Judge Bigham, whom he is succeeding in the presi- 
dency of the divorce court and who on his resignation 
from the bench was raised to the house of lords, hails 
from Liverpool, is the son and heir of a wealthy Liver- 
pool merchant, and was himself in business for twelve 
years, until when considerably over 30 years of 
age he commenced studying law, was called to the bar, 
and became a member of the legal profession, where his 
mercantile training proved valuable in his practice and 
proved more useful on his elevation to the bench. 

He was even more of a success as president of. the 
divorce court, largely by reason of the fact that he is 
a man of the world and a well known and popular figure 
in London society, with which he possesses a more in- 
timate acquaintance than any of his predecessors in the 
presidency of the divorce court with the exception of 
the late Lord St. Helier. He may be said to have grant- 
ed decrees of divorce in a grudging manner, and it 
used to take far more to satisfy him in the way of evi- 
dence than it did any other judge before he would con- 
sent to grant a release from matrimonial bonds. 

While .at the bar he sat for a time in the house of 
commons as one of the Unionist members for Liverpool. 
He is short, sturdy, and clean shaven, except for a sus- 
picion of whiskers, and is so short-sighted that he is 
lost without his glasses. On more than one occasion 
both when a leader at the bar and after his elevation to 
the bench, commercial cases of immense importance 
virtually have depended upon the finding of his glasses, 
which he is forever losing. 
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His London house is in Palace Gate, almost opposite 
the home of the late Sir John Millais, and he is a great 
lover of dogs, two of which—pedigreed bulldogs—always 
are with him. They usually accompanied him to court 
in the morning, waiting in his chambers until the day’s 
work was over. Sometimes, however, they used to es- 
cape from the chambers, get on to the street, make for 
the nearest cab stand, jump into the first hansom on 
the line, and, ensconcing themselves on the cushions, 
would refuse to be turned out by the driver. This either 
ended by their being recognized by some policeman or 
in the discovery of the name of the owner on their 
collars, Wheréupon the cabman would drive them home 
to Kensington, where the dogs would alight, as if great- 
ly enjoying the joke, and wait while the cabman rang 
the bell and collected. the fare.

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Among the bizarre claimants to British peerages are 
those who put forward pretensions to the barony of 
Gardner. For they are either fullſtedged natives of 
India or have a strongly developed strain of Hindoo 
blood in .their veins. In 1782, when Admiral Rodney’s 
fleet encountered the French near the West Indies, the 
first ship to break through the enemy’s line was the 
Duke. The commander of the Duke was Capt. ‘Alan 
Gardner, who subsequently added to his laurels in the 
great naval victory gained by the British fleet under 
Lord Howe. Gardner was first knighted, then created a 
baronet, and subsequently was raised, first to the Irish 
and then to the English peerage as Lord Gardner of 
Uttoxeter. He left several sons, the eldest of whom 
was ah admiral in the royal navy and who had one son, 
who succeeded as third Lord Gardner, dying without 
male issue, but leaving two daughters, the eldest of 
whom is now the wife of Lord Onslow. 

Now, the first Lord Gardner, in addition to his eldest 
son, who inherited his honors, had five other sons. Of 
these the third, fourth, and fifth left a number of de- 
scendants in the male line and in the line of succession 
to the peerage. But their rights to the dignity cannot 
enter into consideration until those of the descendants 
of Francis Gardner, the first lord’s second son, also an 
admiral, have been disposed of. 

This Admiral Francis Gardner had an eldest son, 
named Stuart William, who went out to India, entered 
the military service of the East India company, became 
colonel of “ Gardner’s Irregular Horse,” and married an 
Indian princess, known as Hurmozee Begum, a member 
of the family of the maharajah of Jeypore. She bore 
him a number of children, two of her sons, Alan and 
Edward, each marrying natives.

The eldest of these sons, after the death of his dusky 
wife, returned to England and after leading a sort of

“The chastity of Jewish women has been 
the boast of the. nation from time im- 
memorial,” said Dr. Schanfarber.

On Collection of Dues.

Charges of Intimidation. 

Aside from alleging that the steel cor- 
poration exists in restraint of commerce and 
trade, the federation’s chief complaint is 
that it employs conditions unsatisfactory to 
organized labor and has used various means 
to prevent labor organizers from working 
among its employés. 

Affidavits of organizers, deposing that they 
have been beaten and ordered out of places 
where the corporation has mille, are at- 
tached to the statements as exhibits. Others 
declare that labor officers have been unable 
to hire halls in which to hold meetings; that 
they have been intimidated by local pou.ce in 
| Steel districts; all of which is charged to 

officers of the steel mills by the series of

One instance is cited where it is alleged 
that employés of a steel mill at North „an- 
dergrift, Pa., were ordered not to buy ice 
cream of a man who had rented a hall to 
organizers, and the man was forced out of 
business. Other cases similar are alleged. 

Argument is made to show that the steel 
corporation exists in violation of the Sher- 
man law and certain provisions of the Wilson 
tariff act. The corporation's ownership of 
coal and ore lands is said to be part of a 
monopoly; it is charged with having crushed 
transportation competition on the great 
jakes, and in some instances on the railways. 
Its acquisition of the Tennessee Coal, iron, 
and Railroad company is condemned. 


LAKES OFFER CHEAPER NAVY, 
BUT TREATY STANDS IN WAY. 


Gunboats Could Be Built at Detroit, As- 
sistant Secretary Winthrop Points 
Out, and Taken to Ocean Via Canal. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 22.—[Special.J— 
If it were not for the inhibitions of the 
Bush-Bagot treaty with Great Britain, the 
United States government could have a larg 
number of naval craft built on the great 
lakes at a great saving in cost, and conveyed 
to the seaboard through the St. Lawrence 
river canal system. This information was 
sent by Acting Secretary of the Navy Beek- 
man Winthrop to the house of representa- 
tives today, in reply to a resolution of in- 
quiry adopted at the instance of Congress- 
man Boutell. 

The great lakes shipyards have been under- 
bidding the seaboard shipyards for years on 
the construction of naval vessels.

It also is stated that large battleships 
Hkewise could be built on the great lakes and 
traneported to the seaboard and assembled. 
But this scheme, it is thought, would result 
in excessive cost to the government. On 
account of the size of the locks no entire ves- 
se] exceeding 270 feet in length, 45 feet in 
beam, and 14 feet in draft could be sailed 
from the lakes to the seaboard. 

The inference drawn from the report is that 
it would be well for this government to seek 
some modification of treaty obligations 
whereby it would be possible for the navy 
department to contract for gunboats and 
other small vessele and for equipment with 
the great lakes shipyards.

ILLINOIS FIRE MARSHAL LAW 
TO REDUCE LOSS 50 PER CENT. 


State Chief Says Ohio’s Experience 
Will Be Duplicated Here—Compares 
Berlin's Damage with Chicago's. 


That the new Illinois state fire marshal 
law is a step in advance of any other state 
in the union, and that it is being adopted as 
a model, was the declaration of C. J. Doyle, 
state fire marshal, in an address before the 
Fire Insurance club of Chicago last night. 
Marshal Doyle declared the law will have a 
similar effect to that of Ohio, where the an- 
nual fire loss was reduced nearly 50 per cent 
under a state fire marsha! department. 

“The fire loss for Illinois for 1900 was 
$10,000,000, half of which was assigned to 
Chicago,” he declared. There is only one 
way to reduce Insurance premiums, and that 
is to reduce the fire waste. In Germany every 
fire is made a crime until it is proved inno- 
cent. So Berlin, which is larger than Chi- 
cago, had a fire loss last year of less than 
$200,000, as against Chicago’s $5,000,000. 

England has a similar law and last year 
the fire loss of London was about the same 
as that of our little city of Buffalo. 

We are going to reduce the loss and put 
the firebugs in the penitentiary, just as Ohio 
has done. The department will investigate 
doubtful fires, require property owners to 
keep their property so that the risk will be 
reduced, and prosecute to the limit criminal 
carelessness, incendiarism, and arson/“

WAGE PEACE PACT. 
EXPECTED TODAY 


Mediator Has Plan Which He 
Hopes Will End Firemen’s 
and Roads Dispute. 


PART VICTORY FOR MEN. 


Federal Arbitration Board Gives 
Three Cents Advance to 
Switchmen. 


Settlement of the dispute between the loco- 
motive firemen and the officials of forty-nine 
Western railroads may be reached today. 
Both sides virtually agreed upon à plan 
of settlement yesterday, the only differences 
between the men and employers being over 
technical points. While the situation looked 
more hopeful for peace than at any time since 
the federal mediation conferences began last 
Thursday, it was admitted that there still 
was a possibility of a strike in the event the 
plan meets unexpected opposition. 

At midnight both sides were deadlocked and 
the conferees adjourned until this morning. 

Credit for bringing both sides together, pro- 
vided no additional disagreements follow, 
was given to Labor Commissioner Charles 
P. Neill, acting as mediator under the Erd- 
man law. Commissioner Neill held confer- 
ences during the day with the firemen and 
the general managers, discussing with each 
side his plan and smoothing out the objec- 
tions raised on numerous points. 


Confers with Both Sides. 

The first conference was held in the morn- 
ing with President W. 8. Carter and the fire- 
men’s committee. A meeting with Chair- 
man W. C. Nixon and the general managers’ 
committee was held in the afternoon at the 
Congress hotel. The committees on each side 
then retired to discuss the proposition, 

Commissioner Neill in the evening con- 
ferred with both the firemen and the general 
managers. Additional conferences will be 
held today in an effort to reach the final 
settlement, 

„The dispute arose over the firemen’s de- 
mand for a 12% per cent increase in wages 
and the adoption of two rules concerning 
seniority and the right of engineers in the 
firemen’s brotherhood to be represented by 
committees from their own organization and 
not by committees from the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers. Both sides agreed 
to arbitrate the question of wages, but the 
firemen demanded that both wages and the 
two rules be arbitrated jointly. ‘The rail- 
roads refused to arbitrate or grant the rules. 


Plan of the Commissioner. 

Commissioner Neill's plan for settlement 
of the rules matter, which amounts to a 
jurisdictional dispute between the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers and Brother- 
hood of Firemen and Enginemien, provides in 
substance the fixing of a minimum period 
of time, following which seniority shall be 
established and forever accepted by the rail- 
roade. On the controversy over representa- 
tion, the plan ia to defer consideration unti: 
the question of wages and seniority are set- 
tled, either by arbitration or mediation, and 
then have the subject taken up with each 
individual railroad. 

It was stated that the plan is involved in 
numerous technical points, in that different 
conditions exist on the various railroad sys- 
tems involved. It is agreements on these 
technical matters that must be reached be- 
fore a final settlement can be made. Should 
the rule on the seniority proposed by Com- 
missioner Neill be adopted and the question 
of representation be held in abeyance, it is 
practically certain that the question of wages 
will be submitted to arbitration. More than 
27,000 firemen and enginemen are involved. 


Switchmen Get an Increase. 

An increase in wages of 8 cents an hour for 
members of the Switchmen’s Union of North 
America employed in switching yards of 
eight railroads in the middle and southwest 
was awarded by the federal board of arbitra- 
tion. The board also granted to switch ten- 
ders and towermen in terminals a raise of $5 
a month. 

The decision was handed down by Attorney 
. S. Gregory, umpire of the board, at a ses- 
sion during the afternoon in Judge Gross- 
cup’s courtroom in the federal building. It 
was filed with the clerk of the United States 
District court. Only two members of the 
board signed the award, Carl R. Gray of the 
Frisco railroad, representing the railroads, 
filing a dissenting opinion. Mr. Gray based 
his dissent on the ground that no increase 
should have been granted because of the 
inability of the railroads to control their in- 
come. 

The raise in wages will affect between 6,000 
and 8,000 men employed in yards in Chicago, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Galveston, Indianap- 
oHs, Cincinnati, Detroit, Toledo, Cleveland, 
and east to, but not including, Buffalo. 

It also affects the men in all yards in 
the northwest, except St. Paul and Minneap- 
olis. From the fact that the case is of 
national scope, the decision is regarded as 
the most important ever given under the 
Erdman law. Attorney Gregory and Vice 
President Samuel E. Heberling of the switch- 
men’s union, representing the men, signed 
the award. : 

The switchmen expressed satisfaction with 
the raise obtained, though they asked for an 
advance of 6 cents an hour. The situation, 
however, is complicated by the fact that a 
raise of 2 cents an hour only was granted 
to Chicago switchmen effiliated with the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen by the 
state board of arbitration. It is understood 
that the standard.set by the federal board 
now will apply to al switchmen. 


Will Make New Demand. 

Vice President A. F. Whitney of the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen, whose men re- 
ceived only a 2 cents raise, announced that 
he would serve notice on the thirteen roads 
on which his members are employed that a 
demand will be made for the 3 cents raise 
after the expiration of sixty days. The prob- 
abilities are that all the roads will comply 
and grant a uniform advance of 3 cents. Vice 
President Hering of the Switchmen's 
union will meet the general managers this 
morning and sign agreements based on the 
federal board’s decision. 

Following is the scale fixed for yardmen by 
the federal board: 

Day helner s. 88 ts an hour 
Might helper s. . J cents an hour 
Day foreman. 2 86 cents an hour 
Might foremen...............40 cents an hour 

A demand for an increase in the wages of 
assistant yardmasters was refused. On the 
subject of the high cost of living the decision 
reads: 

“ We find that since 1906 the cost of living 
in Chicago and the territory immediately 
adjacent thereto is considerably increased. 
It fe impossible for us to measure this in- 
crease accurately, but we find that it has 
been approximately 25 per cent.”

INSURGENTS RULE RAIL BILL 


Vital Parts of Measure Changed 
by House Committee. 


AGREES WITH CUMMINS IDEA 


Commerce Court, However, Retained 
in Taft Proposal. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., March 22.—({Special. J— 
Vital parts of the administration railroad 
bill have been changed by the house commit- 
tee. When the measure makes ite appear- 
ance upon the house floor the senate insur- 
gents will see embodied in it ideas similar to 
those they advanced. 

Probably. two-thirds ot the important 
points made in the Cummins-Clapp minority 
report to the senate have been met by the 
house committee. Part of the changes were 
made in advance of the publications of the 
Cummins-Clapp. report and part afterward. 

But the criticlems passed upon the admin- 
istration bill by the house committee agree 
notably with the criticisms Senators Cum- 
mins and Clapp had no opportunity to offer 
in the senate committee. 

The house committee will meet in final ses- 
sion tomorrow. The expectation is that the 
bill will be reported soon after the meeting, 
possibly tomorrow. 

Retains the Commerce Court. 

Contrary to the advice of the senate insur- 
gents, the house bill will retain the commerce 
court, but it also will retain a clause limiting 
the court’s jurisdiction. This gives the new 
court no broader jurisdiction than already is 
possessed by the Circuit courts. The same 
limitation was stricken out of the senate Dil! 
at the suggestion of Senator Aldrich, who 
always has agreed with the railroads that 
they ought to have a broad court review. 

An important change makes it possible for 
shippers to intervene in cases before the 
commerce court, providing the court permits. 
This is along the line suggested by Rush C. 
Butler in behalf of the Chicago Bar associa- 
tion, but the house committee declined to go 
so far as to give shippers the right to be a 
direct party in such cages, as the senate in- 
surgents propose. 

An addition to the house bill which was not 
suggested by the senate insurgents gives the 
interstate commerce commission auth 
over classifications, regulations, and practi- 
cally every phase of railroad business. Here- 
tofore its authority has been largely limited 
to rates. 

Another amendment cuts from the long and 
short haul clause of the old rate bill the 
‘phrase under substantially similar circum- 
stances and conditions.” This withdraws the 
proviso under which the Supreme court has 
allowed competition and other things to be 
taken into consideration and which has per- 
mitted rates favorable to Chicago and other 
large centers. 

Change Made by Majority of One. 

The change was made by a majority of one 
in the committee. The majority was of 
opinion that it was a dangerous assault upon 
established business methods. 

he house committee has declined to accept 
the contention of the senate insurgents th 
rate and classification agreements ought 
be passed upon by the commission before 
they become effective. The committee broad- 
-ened the prohibition against mergers to 
cover water lines, and made suburban and 
interurban lines subject to the anti-merger 
rule. The proviston that a road already own- 
ing 50 per cent of a competing line should be 
allowed to buy the rest, has been cut out by 
the house committee. 

The house committee has decided to retain 
in the Commerce court the authority to pase 
in advance upon proposed mergers, but has 
cut out the clause giving it the authority to 
take public benefit into consideration. 


New Plan on Stock Issues. 

A new basis for regulating stock and bond 
issues has been incorporated in the house bill. 
It is proposed that the interstate commerce 
commission shall pass upon the necessity of 
all future issues of railroad securities; that 
the amount shall be such as the commission 
approves; that the same price shall be fixed 
or approved by the commission, and that all 
the income from the sale of securities shall 
be used for strictly railroad purposes. 

With these exceptions the administration's 
bill will be reported back to the house in 
practically the form in which it was intro- 
@uced. Nearly all the changes have been 
made with the codperation of Congressman 
Townsend, who is acting with the president 
and the attorney general.

Believe They Strike at Heart. 

The government officials believe the Na- 
tional Packing company is the heart and soul 
of the packing com bine, and that if they can 
deatroy it they will have solved the knotty. 
problem that hae survived the Grosscup in- 
junction, the Garfleld report, the individual 
indictments of 1905, and the grand jury in- 
vestigation of 1909. 

The packers, on the other hand, yesterday 
renewed their expressions of gratification at 
the absence of individual indictments, and at 
what they consider the prospect of 
able to close up the plants of the subsidiary 
corporations of the National. 5 1 

They confesed that the effect of the ex- 
plosion is apt to be the elimination of about 
100 buyers from the field, allowing live stock, 
to be purchased at much lower rates by those’ 
left—that is, those of Armour, Swift, and 
Morris. They also forecast the closing of 
twenty-five big packing plants, lea the 
demand to be supplied by those le t la, 
those of Armour, Swift, and Morrise—at posei- 
bly increased prices, warranted by the dis- 
parity between sypply and demand. 


Sees No Cause for Tears. 


A man of considerable importance in the 
councils of the packers said last night, ip 
this regard: * 

Beyond the imposition of fines, there can 
de no result of this investigation disadvan- 
tageous to the packers. 

The various constituent companies of the 
National were bought by other companies 
in the same business for the same reasons 
that inspire any man in enlarging his bus 
ness. 

„The firms that bought them could have 
taken over their business in toto and han .eg@ 
it from their own plants, but in order to kee 
strictly within the law, and to avoid dis- 
turding business conditions, they continued 
the operation of the individual plants. This 
was found to be ae losing proposition, and the 
National Packing company was formed to 
take over these ‘white elephants’ and 
operate them with as little loss as possibile. 

**To do this $16,000,000 had to be borrowed, 
and it was a long time before the National 
paid a dividend. This has been true in spite 
of the fact that the National does a business 
of $150,000,000 a year. 

„It is obvious that the big companies, whiclh 
handle the bulk of the meat business of the 
country, would be pleased to have these 
semi-competing companies eliminated from 
the field, leaving them to do the annuaj 
business of $150,000,000 involved through 
their own ample plants, office forces, and 
selling machinery. 


Higher, Then Lower Prices, 


Some increase in plants and wareho 
might be necessary, and for a time | 
prices might prevail, but in the end the 
greater economy of production would lower 
prices. 

“ Some 10,000 men would be thrown out of 
work, the most important of whom would be 
the buyers. These men are paid $10,000 toe 
$20,000 a year for their proficiency in getting 
bargains. The elimination of seventy-five 
such men at the Chicago yards alone would 
greatly simplify the situation. 

“Tt is said that the government will de 
mand that the business be turned back to the 
original owners. This cannot be done. It is 
a physical impossiblity. Anyone connected 
with Armour, Swift, and Morris, is prohibited 
from having anything to do with them, so the. 
properties will have to be sold for railroad 
warehouses, factories, stores, and other pur~ 
poses, taking them once for all out of the 
packing industry.”

It was announced yesterday that the price 
paid by the Chesapeake and Ohio for the 
$5,770,000 common stock of the Hocking Val- 
ley was $120 a share, or $6,924,000.. The stock 
was purchased from several trunk lines. The 
price of $120 represents the origina! cost to 
the trunk lines, plus carrying charges since 
1908, minus the dividends declared during 
seven years. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio and the Lake 
Shore paid $72 a share for the Kanawha and 
Michigan stock which they bought, and the 
two companies are now offering the same 
price for the stock held by the committee 
which is represented by George D. Mackay. 

The Toledo and Ohio Central and Zanes- 
ville and Western stock purchased by the 
Lake Shore has been paid for and it is assert- 
ed the same is true with respect to the Hock- 
ing Valley stock acquired from the railroads 
by the Chesapeake and Ole and the Kana- 
wha and r stock acquired es by 
the Lake Shore and Chesapeake and OM. 


As to Hocking Preferred. 

The directors of the Chesapeake h 
decided what action they will take 
respect to the preferred stock of the Hock- 
ing Valley company. The latter has in its 
treasury, it is reported, $10,000,000, represent- 
ing the proceeds from the sale to the Lake 
Shore of its Toledo and Ohio Central and 
Zanesville and Western stock. There is 
outstanding $15,000,000 Hocking Valley pre- 
ferred, so that the company already has 
$10,000,000 toward the amount required to 
retire the issue. According to the terms of 
its issue the preferred may be called at par. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio has sold $81,890, - 
000 of its authorized new issue of $37,000, 
4% per cent convertible bonds. A part o 
the proceeds will be used in connection with 
the Hocking Valley purchase, while $5,000, - 
000 will be expended on improvements. ‘li ‘here 
is another $5,000,000, authorized last year, 
which may be issued and sold, making §10,- 
000,000 for improvements. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio will soon make 
a statement with reference to its intentions 
concerning the Chicago, Cincinnati and Lou- 
isville, It is expected the atatement will 
also cover all recent transactions.

Corn Products Profits Less. 


The annual meeting of the Corn Products 
Refining company was held in Jersey City 
yesterday.

ever, submitted a statement giving in a gen- 
eral way the result of the year’s business. 
This showed 5.42 per cent earned on the pre- 
ferred stock.

compares with $971,202 the previous year. 

President Bedford explained that the total 
sales were considerably in excess of those for 
the preceding year, The increase was due 
chiefly to sales of package goods retailed at 
popular prices.
